Kenneth E. Mo rriso n, o f Santa Ana, held a lead o f two v o tes an^3 in the “ Fo o ls Rush 
o v er Atto rney Franklin G. West, o f Santa Ana, in the race 
fo r judg e o f department two , superio r co urt, but the 93 8 
unco unted absentee ballo ts, to g ether with indicated po ssible 
discrepancies in returns fro m sev eral precincts left the ac­ 
curacy o f the results still under suspicio n, and the likely 
o utco me still in do ubt. 
C ou nty C lerk B asil J. S m ith’s un-* 
official re tu rn s gav e M orrison 23,- 
864 and W e st 23,862. T his changed 
the u nofficial ta lly m ade by new s­ 
p a p e rs a s the re tu rn s cam e in elec­ 
tion night, the new sp ap er tally giv ­ 
ing W e st a lead b f 119, w ith 23,872 
to 23,764 for M orrison. 
A n u nd isp u te d d iscrep ancy in the 
re tu rn s from Irv ine precinct, which 
show ed a v ote of 197 for M orrison 
and 107 for W est, rem ained for the 
official c a nv a ss by the county su p ­ 
e rv isors to stra ighte n out.

Now the voter.» in California, not b eing an industrial 
state nor producing much of the com m odities w hich 
the Federal Government had prom ised to increase 
in price, have not y et learned that prices cannot b e 
regulated in violation of the law of supply and de­ 
m and w ithout ab solutely going to a T otalitarian 
State. 
The result of the experience in the E ast w as an 
increase of 77 Repub lican Congressm en and a t least 
eight senators opposed to more and m ore govern­ 
m ent interference. 
If California is attem pting to try to get large 
Federal pensions so that pensioners from all over the 
U nited S tates will come here to live, they will even t­ 
ually find that this policy never has w orked in all 
history . 
W hen people get the hab it of b eing assured 
of good pensions when old, then during the prim e of 
their life when they are producing, they will not save 
and ab stain, and the accumulation of capital of the 
great m iddle class, from which most capital comes, 
will b e greatly retarded.

Com pany announced tha t it would soon file a plan 
w ith the Securities and Exchange Commission, to 
comply w ith the term s of the Holding Company Act 
of 1935. 
It also announced tha t the company was 
w orking in amicab le accord w ith the commission 
in an attem pt to solve prob lem s of m utual interest. 
Two Interesting results followed this: First, pub ­ 
lic utility securities advanced in value on the stock 
exchange, and b usiness generally felt encouraged. 
Second, speaking a t a press conference, President 
Roosevelt praised the action of the Electric Bond 
and Share Company for its w illingness to “cooperate 
w ith governm ent” 


So far so gb od. 
It now rem ains to b e seen just 
how far governm ent will go in w hat is assumed to b e 
its norm al function of “cooperating with b usiness.” 
T he utility industry lias b een pilloried and perse­ 
cuted. 
It has every reason to feel em b ittered and 
d istrustful of our chaotic national power policy . 
Vet its leaders have consistently shown a reasonab le 
and cooperative attitude. 
All they have asked for 
is fair dealing, and a decent regard for the w elfare 
of their investors and workers. 


The utilities have done all they can. 
The re st Is 
up to the governm ent. 
There are literally m illions 
of people of sm all and moderate m eans in this coun- 
, try whose futures depend wholly or partially upon 
w hat happens to the utility industry . 
The SEC has 
tended to show a fair spirit in its dealings. 
It is one 
of the few governm ent b ureaus which realizes tha t 
nam e-calling and denunciation is not one of its func­ 
tions. 
The utility industry , b y and large, is ready 
and willing to work with it 100 per cent. If a reason ­ 
ab le settlem ent of the uncalled-for controversy b e­ 
tw een governm ent and the utilities can b e secured, 
every one will have reason to b e happy .

W hen these 20,000,000 people are Idle, 
they are not producing things to trade for the prod ­ 
ucts of the farm and of industries. 
As an illustration, ranchers have planted orange

As a result, the orange grow ers 
suffer a b ig loss and thus have m uch ¡ess to trad e 
for the production of other industry and the other 
industries are affected just a s the orange grow ers 
are affected. 
They are geared up for all ab le-b odied 
men, who w ant to work, to work and produce som e­ 
thing w ith w hich to b uy . 
The b usinesses tha t are 
engaged in luxuries, or sem iluxuries,, are the first 
ones hit and* prob ab ly hit harder than any other 
b usiness. 
Yet, even the b usinesses tha t are produc­ 
ing staples like w heat, cotton and b eans,, are also 
hit b ecause these people who are out of w ork pro­ 
ducing m ore or less luxuries and com fort of life, 
d ivert their energies into the b are necessities of 
life. 
T his m akes their production out of b alance, 
com pared w ith w hat they would b e if all w orkers 
w ere w orking and - producing and exchanging w liat 
they produced for these comforts. 
U nquestionab ly there would not b e too m any or­ 
anges produced, if the w orkers in the E ast w ere 
w orking and none w ere on a non-com petitive b asis 
and w ere freely exchanging their production for 
w hat they w anted. 
T heir w ants would b e sufficient 
to use all the oranges we so far have produced. 
B ut unless these men go b ack to work and b egin 
to produce som ething to trade, the supply of oranges 
will b e out of proportion to other production and, as 
a result, the price will b e very low and the rew ards 
very low for the lab or and investm ent tha t produces 
it. 


The point tha t I am attem pting to m ake, is tha t 
every m an should b e greatly interested in every 
m an w orking and producing som ething. 
To put a 
m an on a pension, or give him made w'ork tha t does 
not really produce w ealth, or give him a governm ent 
job tha t does n ot produce w ealth, does not furnish 
purchasing power to b uy the products of private 
initiative and private b usiness. 
It sim ply tran sfers 
purchasing pow er from one to another so tha t the 
total dem and for products is not increased b y these 
artificial methods. 


Interference With Free Ex chang e 
Of course, there is only one real reason for unem ­ 
ploy m ent and tha t is interference w ith free ex­ 
changes. 
It is necessary tha t people understand the 
causes tha t interfere w ith free exchanges, w hich 
sub ject we so frequently discuss. 
It is evident that, 
unless the people b ecome informed on why m en are 
n ot w orking, our production will b ecome so low tha t 
we will eventually have such a low stan d ard of liv­ 
ing tha t people will b e willing to give up the freedom 
they have had in the past in order to b reak this 
deadlock of unemploy ment. 


U nem ploy m ent means lower w ages for those who 
a ie w orking, lower profits for *those in b usiness and 
discouragem ent for the y outh and old age; it b ene­ 
fits no one and harms every one. 
E very one should 
b e inteiested in frankly , fearlessly , courageously , 
honestly and openly discussing these questions. 
It 
is of the utm ost importance tha t the pub lic come 
to understand why men are out of work.

The co ntentio n o f Labo r is that any ­ 
thing earned fo r bo nd interest is 
really a part o f pro fit, and therefo re 
railro ad pro fits, instead o f being piti­ 
fully small, as claimed by the rail­ 
ro ads. hav e really been v ery larg e. 
The charg e that failure to treat 
bo nd Interest as pro fit is a “ bo o k­ 
keeping trick” is so absurd that it is 
difficult to believ e that any o ne wo uld 
dare to make it Suppo se the rail­ 
ro ads had bo rro wed fro m a bank, as 
many do fro m time to time. Is it no t 
o bv io us that bank interest is no t 
pro fit, but an ex pense that mus. b e 
deducted in co mputing the pro fit? Is 
it no t also o bv io us that if o perating 
ex penses, tax es and bank interest 
co nsumed all the g ro ss receipts there 
wo uld be no pro fit. Or suppo se th* 
railro ads bo rro wed fro m the g o v ern­ 
ment, as many hav e do ne at times, to 
purchase equipment, to meet bo nd in­ 
terest and ev en to pay wag es is it ^ 
pro per to say that the mo ney paid to 
the Go v ernment was really a part o f 
the pro fits? If pro fits are to perfo rm 
this kind o f v anishing act the rail­

No official reply has b een received to the A m eri­ 
can note of Oct. 6 dem anding an end of Ja pa n ’s in ­ 
terference w ith our trade in C hina. B ut y esterday ’s 
statem ents b y the Japanese G overnm ent and the 
foreign Office spokesm an are clearly intended as 
in answ er to W ashington and to other Governm ents 
whose interests have b een flouted in the Japanese 
invasion. The purport is to slam the Open Door 
shut in the faces of all the W estern Pow ers. The 
voice of Japan announces defiantly tha t the con­ 
quest of China is to b e followed b y a reconstruction 
of A sia for the Asiatics. W estern “colonies’* are in­ 
com patib le w ith the “‘im m utab le policy ” of estab ­ 
lishing a new order in E astern Asia. This order, 
already fore-shadow ed in the provisional regime es­ 
tab lished a t Peiping, m eans an extension with every 
Japanese advance of the puppet G overnm ent of M an- 
„hukuo. If she gives up her own Governm ent, China 
« to b e perm itted to share in the task of creating 
this Japanese em pire. She is to b e allowed to ex­ 
change 4000 y ears of Chinese civilization for the new 
culture of Japan.
